Freer Selling Policy Un- 
locks Granaries of 
Dominion

LONDON, Jan. 14.—Prospects 
are bright for Canadian wheat. 
Shipments from the St. Lawrence 
in the coming season, it is freely 
predicted, will be heavier than 
for several years past. 

Advance charters are brisk. About 
a dozen ships are chartered be- 
tween May and September at mini- 
mum rates. Merchants are already 
finding difficulty in obtaining fur- 
ther tonnage for May loadings at 
these rates. 

The brighter outlook is attribut- 
ed here to both the freer Cana- 
dian selling policy and increases 
in the price of Argentina wheat. 

In recent years traders point out, 
the price of Canadian wheat has 
been so much above world parity 
that exports have been greatly re- 
stricted. Consequently there has 
not been enough outward cargo 
from St. Lawrence ports to fill all 
ships arriving with coal anad other 
cargoes, Many ships had to sail in 
ballast, 

This situation is now likely to be 
reversed. Merchants may indeed, 
it is stated, have to attract tonnage 
in ballast to the St. Lawrence to 
augment the supply.

A. Dunning, Dominion finance 
minister, that, despite the fact the 
province was faced with default, 
the government would not sur- 
render autonimous rights. 

Premier Aberhart forwarded his 
wire after a cabinet meeting at 
which the whole financial picture 
of the province was placed before 
the cabinet members. 


TEXT OF MESSAGE 


The text of the Premier's mes 
sage was as follows: 
“If agreeing to the loan coun- 


cil arrangements will not affect our 
autonomous rights, we can see no 
objection to the fullest co-opera- 
tion with it 

“We are dealing wholly and sole- 
ly with the problem of past in- 
debtedness, We want a gesture of 
help from the Dominion governs 
ment to enable us to refund our 
bonded indebtedness. We cannot at 
the present moment enter into ne- 
gotiations requiring constitutional 
changes in connection with future 
borrowing. 

GUARANTEES GIVEN 

“We have given substantial guar- 
antees against default of interest 
charges on the present bonded in- 
debtedness which for the most, part 
have been approved by Dominion 
governments. 

“We are making every effort to 
meet the provincé’s former com- 
mitments and to get our house in 
order, 


RECENT MANDATE 

“The recent mandate of the elec- 
torate precludes the surrender of 
any of our autonomous rights. We 
would sincerely trust that in the 
best interests of the whole Domin- 
ion situation, no default would be 
forced upon us.” 

Having sent this wire, Premier 
Aberhart. and his ministers retired 
to await developments. 

MAY DEFAULT 

If no Dominion aid is forthcom- 
ing on Wednesday and the banks 
proffer no assistance, Alberta, for 
the first time in its history, will 
default on its-obligations.

Originally Dr. Townsend  pro- 
posed that every one over 60, even 
if he were John D Rockefeller, 
should be paid the $200 monthly if 
he agreed to spend it all and not 
to work.

Vancouver Has. 
Had Rain Every 
Day This Year 


VANCOUVER, Jan. 14. Af- 
fer ushering itself in with a de- 
luge of rain on New Year's Eve, 
1936 has brought Vancouver 
rain every day since. To date 
more than 4,510,000,000 gallons 
of water have poured down on 
the city, according to figures 
released today by E. B. Shear- 
man, official meteorologist. 

Of that staggering total 
which includes only the city 
proper, more than 1,097,000,000 
gallons fell during the last 
week-end. The precipitation 
was 7.11 inches for the month to

AID PROVINCES 
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by coming within the loan council 
gcheme. In such case their future 
maturities would be refunded at 
lower interest rates by the fact that 
the Dominion will guarantee the 
new loan. Even these provinces,’ 
however, must, in such case, accept 
the Joan council's supervision of all 
future borrowings. 
DOMINION PROTECTED 

The Dominion, in addition to be- 
{ng protected by the collateral se- 
curity of the subsidies or such other 
collateral as may be put up, will be 
empowered to act in the event of 
default on the part of any province. 

The Dominion government ex- 
pressed its sympathy with the dif- 
ficulties of the provinces in devis- 
ing forms of taxation, some of | 
which, in the past, have been held 
unconstitutional, as the gasoline tax 
in British Columbia and amuse- 
ment taxes, fuel, oi], sales and other 
taxes in some of the other prov- 
inces. The Dominion will initiate 
amendments to the B.N.A. Act to 
clarify this situation. 


ZO COLLECT TAXES 

The Dominion also expressed its 
willingness to collect the income 
faxes of the provinces, when em- 
powered to do so by the passage of 
® provincial statute and the setting 
up of the necessary machinery. 

The provinces are all agreed to 
the loan council proposal but Al- 
berta is in something of a dilemina. 
Hon, Charles Cockroft, provincial 
treasurer, has to face the situation 
immediately because of a two mil- 
lion dollar maturity which must be 
met tomorrow. 

The Minister of Finance is very 
definite about the guarantees of the 
Dominion being protected. and that 
all future financing should be pass- 
ed by the provincial loan council 
in provinces getting advances. 


FUTURE BORROWINGS 

If the two millions is granted Al- 
berta, then the future borrowings 
of the province will be subject to 
the control of a loan council con- 
sisting of the Minister of Finance 
and Mr. Cockroft, with the Gov- 
ernor of the Bank of Canada as a 
teehnical adviser. 

The monies advanced will only 
be for refunding purposes, and only 
in case of need. While Mr. Cock- 
roft is expected to. get his two mil- 
lions, he ties up his Government 
to a measure of federal control, and 
when Mr. Aberhart starts out to 
pay dividends the Joan council may 
shut down on further financing. 

This afternoon, the Minister ant 
Deputy Minister of Finance-will 
hear Mr. Cockroft’s proposition, and 
thresh out the matter. The official 
statement handed out by the con- 
ference today indicated that the 
federal assistance only applies to 
refunding of existing loans or fu- 
ture borrowings. The Social Cre- 
diters intend to pay out of credits 
they set up themselves. To what 
extent these credits become debts 
and so impinge on the debt struc- 
ture of the province (which comes 
under the control of the loan coun- 
cil) is now under discussion,

Federal Government Will 
Not Increase Mining! 
Taxes at Present Time— 


Will Encourage Mining. 


By THOMAS WAYLING 
Exclusive to Edmonton Bulletin 
OTTAWA, Jan. 14.—The Do- 

minion government will not give 
up its taxation of mining proper- 
ties in Canada but is willing to 
give consideraton to the plea of 
provinces that they should share 
in taxes derived from mines 
within their respective areas. 

The federal government will not 
increase mining taxes at present 
time, but plan to give every en- 
couragement to mining, and tax 
only for revenue purposes. F 

The government of Ontario 
which has imposed its present taxes 
unchanged for the last 28 years will 
not increase those taxes this year. 


CONFERENCE HIGHLIGHTS 

These are the highlights of the 
conference of mining committee of 
the Dominion-Provincial confer- 
ence which resumed its sessions 
Monday, meeting inthe offices of 
Hon, T. A. Crerar, dominion min- 
ister of interior and federal minis- 
ter of mines. 

The conference continued its 
discussions from previous sessions 
at the Dominion-Provincial meet- 
ing. The mining taxation issue was 
paramount, for Ontario wanted the 
dominion to relinquish entirely its 
collection of mining taxes, inas- 
much as these were direct taxes 
and provinces could only impose 
direct taxes while the dominion 
had both direct and indirect fields 
to work on. 

Hon. Paul Leduc represented On- 
tario, and as Ontario loomed large 
in the picture it is understood that 
Hon. Mr. Leduc placed the Ontario 
government's views strongly before 
the conference. Sessions were held 
behind closed doors and no official 
statements were issued. 

The dominion tax as imposed or- 
iginally by the Bennett government 
was a bullion tax but this had to 
be abandoned as unworkable and a 
tax of 13% per cent on profits was 
imposed, together with a reduction 
in allowance for depletion from 50 
per cent to 33 1-3 per cent. 

The Ontario tax is 3 per cent on 
the first million dollars of profit 
less first $10,000; with 5 per cent on 
one to five millions and 6 per cent 
on the balance. These taxes are 
the lowest in the dominion except 
Manitoba. 


WEALTH NECESSARY 

The..western prairie provinces 
held the View that taxation should 
bear as lightly as possible on the 
mining industry, its created wealth 
being urgently necessary at the 
same time. The taxation therefore 
should be directed against profits 
with due regard to needs for de- 
velopment. The principle should 
not be what the industry can bear 
but what will encourage it. 

Hon. T. Crerar listened attentive- 
ly to representations of provincial 
delegates. He is understood to have 
shown strong sympathy with the 
view that the industry should be 
encouraged in every possible way 
and to have given some intimation 
that with this end in view it was 
not the dominion government's in- 
tention to increase the present 
taxes but rather to examine the sit- 
uation fully with respect to encour- 
agement of production but with due 
regard to the needs of revenue, 


WANT EVERY ASSISTANCE 


The prairie members’ wanted 
every assistance possible given to 
the mining industry in their vast 
northern areas where the mining 
resources have been scratched only 
on the surface. They wanted aid 
to the industry in way of aerial 
photography, geological surveys 
and similar services which cannot 
be undertaken by individual pros- 
pectors, miners or mining com- 
panies but which are essential to 
greater development of mining re- 
sources. 

The session closed late in the 
afternoon, discussion having been 
so brisk that subjects were thresh- 
ed out and the federal minister 
given full understanding as to the 
present views of the provinces. 
These views he will take under 
consideration, and relay to the cab- 
inet. 

Since discussions at the Domin- 
ion-Provincial conference, prov- 
inces have had an opportunity to 
consider the problems facing the 
dominion and some of their de- 
mands were modified, and all par- 
ties arrived at a better understand- 
ing. 

At the morning session Hon. 
Jordon Sloan appeared for British 
Columbia, Alberta was not repre- 
sented, its delegates being occu- 
pied with the financial conference.

“The letter,” said Miss Wilkins, 
“was delivered to me by the hus- 
band of Mrs. Harriet Easton, Mrs 
Hewitt's sister, on October 14, 1934, 
the day after I had left Mrs. Hew- 
itt’s employ. It was typewritten on 
stationery of the exclusive apart- 
ment house atop which Mrs, Hew- 


itt maintained her penthouse, and I 


recognized Mrs. Hewitt’s signature. 

“It was rambling and told me to 
be absolutely silent about things I 
had observed. The letter informed 
me if I was not silent there were 
ways to keep me silent.” 

Miss Wilkins is one of three 
nurses who have filed affidavits in 
connection with the sensational suit 
of daughter against mother. The 
suit also names as codefendants, 
Dr. Tilton E. Tillman, Dr. Samuel 
FE, Boyd and Mrs. Mary S. Scally, 
psychiatrist. 

Meanwhile Ann was _ closely 
guarded at the home of friends and 
unavailable to all callers. 

Aaron Sapiro, New York and Chi- 
cago attornéy representing Mrs. 
Hewitt, arrived from Los 
Angeles and immdiately began 
laying plans for a defense. 

He urged a speedy hearing of the 
sensational charges which he flatly 
denied on behalf of Mrs. Hewitt, de- 
claring she was a “loving mother” 
to her daughter. 


CAPTURED HER MIND 

“I feel certain it is not Ann 
speaking,” said Sapiro, “Someone 
has captured her mind, pouring into 
her ears malicious falsehoods that 
have fired ler imagination.” 

He described the girl's charges as 
“fantasies.” 

The young heiress, in her sensa- 
tional suit, accuses her mother of 
plotting with the three co-defend- 
antg in inducing her to undergo the 
sterilization operation while she 
still was a minor. The girl declared 
she believed the operation was for 
the removal of her appendix.

STRAP SEEN 
FOR SCHOOLS 


The Edmonton Public School 
Board will have a “regulation 
strap” if a recommendation of 
the management committee is 
adopted. 

The committee's recommend- 
ation is based on a report made 
by G. A. McKee, superintendent 
of schools, in which he states 
that discipline, including cor- 
poral punishment, should be 
such as would be exercised by 
a “kind, firm and judicious 
parent.” 

In outlining the type of strap 
he thinks should be used, Mr. 
McKee states that a stiff strap 
is to be preferred to a lissome 
one. “The stiffness enables the 
weilder of the strap to gauge 
distance and direction more ac- 
curately.” 

Two types of straps recom- 
mended are: 

(a) One for pupils from grade 
six up—to be 16 to 19 inches 
long, 2 to 2% inches wide and 
% to % inch thick. 

(b) One for pupils of grades 
one to five inclusive—to be 15 
inches long, 11% inches wide and 
% inch thick. 

The bi-monthly report on 
corporal punishment was re- 
viewed, with the recommenda- 
tion made that Dr. C. B. Willis, 
director of guidance, study the 
cases of pupils punished in this 
way to any great extent.

Bringing news of changes in 
northland waterways transporta- 
tion, Col. H. G. Reid, menager of 
the Hudson's Bay Company's Mac- 
kenzie River Transport, arrived in 
Edmonton from Winnipeg Tuesday 
and is staying at the Macdonald 
hotel. 

The venerable “Northland Echo”, 
purchased some years ago from Col. 
J. K. “Peace River” Jim Cornwall 
and put into Hudson's Bay service 
on the waters from Fort McMurray 
to Fort Fitzgerald, will be pulled 
out of action when the ice leaves 
the lakes and rivers next spring. 
Her place will be taken by the “S.S. 
Athabaska River”. Some years ago 
both stérn wheelers plied the route. 

The power boat “Pelly River” 
will make the run from the Mac- 
kenzie river route across lake Ath- 
abasea to Goldfields, giving faster, 
more efficient service to miners 
and executives in the field. 

The “S.S. Distributor” making 
the down river run from Fort 
Smith to Aklavik will extend her 
field of operations as far as Little 
Red River at the Arctic side of the 
Delta where her supplies for the 
western Arctic will be picked up 
by a power boat and distributed 
along the coast.

I am directed by the acting presi- 
dent of the council to inform you 
that it is not considered advisable 
that, so long as you are a judicial 
officer under salary from the gov- 
ernment of the province, you should 
give public expression to the views 
referred to in this report; nor that 
you should address public or semi- 
public gatherings in respect of mat- 
ters of political significance such 
as the international situation in 
Europe, or the Far East, or the 
Italo-Ethiopian war, etc. 

The council fully appreciates the 
careful study you have made of 
international problems, but fears 
that your usefulness and effective- 
ness as a magistrate may be im- 
paired if you give public expression 
to your opinions regarding these 
subjects which, of necessity, are of 
a controversial nature.

Dur- 
ing the whole of that time I have 
on various occasions given lectures 
or addresses to different associa- 
tions, clubs or meetings in Canada, 
These addresses had nothing what- 
ever to do with party politics in 
Alberta or the dominion of Canada, 
but dealt either with past history 
or present situations in Europe ob- 
served by me during visits there. 
The government of Alberta and the 
attorney-general's department were 
well aware of these addresses, and 
found no fault with them. 

The council knows that Premier 
Aberhart, while a public servant 
under salary from the Calgary 
school board, delivered a contin- 
ued series of public addresses on 
highly controversial subjects con- 
cerned with politics in Alberta, and 
that neither he nor his supporters 
felt that his usefulness and effec- 
liveness as a teacher and public 
servant were impaired by his doing 
so. 

The council will hardly maintain 
that there is less need of impar- 
tiality or discretion in the case of 
the principal of a large city high 
school than in that of a police mag- 
istrate in the same city. 


It seems, therefore, difficult to} 
understand why it should be re- 
gard as proper for Mr. Aberhart— 
as he then was—to deliver these 
controversial political speeches, and 
improper for me to give occasional 
addresses on European affairs to 
such non-political bodies as the 
Calgary board of trade or the 
Canadian clubs 

I have, therefore, to inform the 
executive council that I decline to 
comply with this injunction

YOUNG LIBERALS 
ENTER PROTESTS 
AT DISMISSAL 


Protesting to Premier Aberhart 
agaihst the dismissal of Magistrate 
H. G. Scott by the provincial gov- 
ernment as being “an intolerable 
abuse of power,” members of the 
Mackenzie King Young Liberal 
Club of Calgary have forwarded an 
open letter to the premier. 

The letter, signed by E. F. Jones, 
secretary of the organization, reads 
as follows: 

“We have read with grave con- 
cern in the Daily Press the corre- 
spondence relating to the resigna- 
tion of Magistrate Scott of the City 
of Calgary. 

“We note that the alleged reason 
for this decision was due to his par- 
ticipation in community life, by his 
giving addresses on international 
topics such as “War” and “Ethio- 
pia” to non-partisan organizations 
in this city. We have also read the 
replies of Mr. Scott explaining his 
stand and we regard his attitude as 
that of a courageous public servant 
who has been subjected to harsh 
injustice.

Being an enlightened and keen stu- 
dent of world affairs he was an 
asset to the community and his

“We, as a body vitally interested 
in public affairs, vigorously protest 
this evidence of ‘Hitlerism’ en- 
croaching in the administration of 
the public affairs of our fair prov- 
ince.

EDITOR DIES 
MONDAY AFTER 


T. B. Robertson Was As-

tumn instead of a bleak and fear- 
ful Winter’; (2). that the with- 
drawal from gainful occupations of 
those over 60 would create jobs 
for the young unem loyed, and (3) 
that the spending of this enormous 
sum of money—1600 million dol- 
lars—each month by the aged 
would enormously expand sales and 
usher in a roaring prosperity. : 

Against the plan there are five 
sain Epjections: (i) that the na- 
ture and burden of the roposed 
“transactions tax” would ruin- 
ous; (2) that the plan would not 
“create purchasing power"; (3) that 
it would not “speed up business; 
(4) that it would not create jobs, 
and (5) that it proposes a grossly 
unjust redistribution of income. 
Let us consider these: 


I—“TRANSACTION TAX” 

In determining how the Town- 
send plan would be likely to work 
out, it is necessary first to recog- 

ize its dimensions. 

The census figures for 1930 show 
that out of a total population in 
that year of 122,775,000 there were 
10385,000 persons, or 8.5 per cent, 
60 years old and over. 

The Townsendites contend that 
when the wealthy and those who 
would not like to abandon their 
occupations are considered, not 
more than 8 million persons would 
want to take advantage of the plan. 

To give these 8 million persons 
$200 a month would call for a di- 
rect expenditure on the part of the 
Vederal Government of 19,200 mil- 
lion dollars a year. Allowing 800 
million dollars for costs of admin- 
istration would make a round total 
of 20 billions. 

That is more than five times the 
total revenues of the Federal Gov- 
ernment from all sources for the 
fiscal year 1935. It is equal to 40 
per cent of the entire income of the 
American people in 1934. 

A FIGURE EXAMINED 

What the Townsendites propose 
is a tax of 2 per cent on “all busi- 
ness transactions.” The figure for 
these that Dr. Townsend has fre- 
quently cited is 1300 billion dol- 
lars. This figure is apparently 
based on an estimate. by Dr. Gol- 
denweiser of the Federal Reserve 
Roard that the nation’s “bank 
debts” totalled 1230 billions in 1929. 

Several things are to be said 
about this figure. First, it is @ 
1929 figure; the equivalent figure 
for 1934 is only 470 billions. Sec- 
ond, it is greatly in excess not 
merely of the national income but 
cven of the total payments in the 
country for goods and services. 

A substantial part of it repre- 
sents loans renewed daily (and re- 
counted) and transfers between 
banks and between accounts for 
the same individual or corporation. 

A buge part represents, in short, 
mere bookkeeping technicalities. A 
huge part represents speculations 
in stocks, bonds and commodities 

The first effect of a 2 per cent 
tax on most of these items would 
not be to yield revenue, but to 
bring about an enormous shrinkage 
in the transactions themselves. 

Let us see what would happen to 
speculation, and even to most in- 
vestment. It would cost a man 2 
per cent to buy a government bond. 
Such bonds now yield about 2% 
per cent. If he sold it before the 
end of the year it would cost him 
2 per cent more. Thus he would 
lose at least 1 per cent on _ his 
money. 

EFFECT ON MARKETS 

The same principle would apply 
to stocks and commodities. No 
speculator would buy wheat at $1 
unless he felt eonvinced that he 
would sell it for at least more than 
$1.04. The consequent narrowing 
of the market and driving away 
of buyers would probably cause a 
collapse in both securities and 
commodities. A financial and bank- 
ing panic of this sort would hardly 
help to “bring back prosperity.” 

A tax on all transactions would 
obviously penalize small corpora- 
tions at the expense of “vertical 
trusts” like the Ford Motor Com- 
pany, which has its own rubber 
plantations, glass works, blast fur- 
naces, railroad units, ships and the 
like. 

It would also pyramid itself de- 
definitely on all retail purchases. 
A consumer buying a cotton dress, 
for example, would not merely 
have passed on to her a 2 per cent 
1ax on the retail cost of the dress, 
but 2 per cent on its wholesale 
cost, 2 per cent on its jobbing cost, 
2 per cent on the cost of the cloth 
fo the manufacturer, 2 per cent on 
the cost of the cotton to the textile 
mill, 2 per cent on all transporta- 
tion costs and raw cotton, 2 per 
cent on all the wages paid at each 
stage of production or transport, 
and 2 per cent on al! incidental 
supplies bought in the process. 


INCOMES THE SOURCE 

What the Townsendites forget is 
that no matter what form of tax 
is chosen, it must eventually come 
out of the incomes of those who 
pay it. If 20 billion dollars is to 
be raised, then if the total income 
of the United States is 50 billions 
(the Department of Commerce esti- 
mate for the year 1934) the people 
as a whole must surrender an aver- 
age of 40 per cent of their incomes 
to raise it. If the income in 1935 
has risen to 60 billions, they must 
surrender a third of their incomes 
to pay it. 

If total business transactions real- 
ly did amount to 1300 billions an- 
nually, it is true that more than 
20 billions could be raised by a 
tax of “only 2 per cent” on tran- 
sactions. But each would still have 
to pay this 2 per cent tax so often 
on each article that cost of living 
would be raised on the average by 
50 per cent. (That is, out of every 
$150 spent, $50, or one-third, would 
have to go for taxes to pay the 
20 billion Townsend pensions out 
of a total national income of 60 
billions.) 

This would apply to the pension- 
ers themselves—of their $200 a 
month $67 would be turned back 
in taxes. 


HN—BUYING POWER 

The claim of the Townsendites is 
that one need not pay too much 
attention to the present national in- 
come because the plan itself would 
“ereate purchasing power.” 


Here Unfolde 


HE'S FATHER 
OLD-AGE PLAN 


DR. FRANCIS E. TOWNSEND, 
father of the old age pension plan 
which bears his name 


“If you believe that my old age 
pension plan is cock-eyed, you 
must also believe that millions of 
people who are behind it are 
cock-eyed,” declared Dr. Frank 
E. Townsend, appearing before 
the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee to “set it right.” 


Some of their literature holds 
that if 20 billions of dollars is paid 
out each dollar of it will churn it- 
self over at least ten times and 
produce some 200 billions of pur- 
chasing power or “extra business.” 

But in 1934 there were 34 billions 
of dollars paid out in. wages and 
salaries and the total national in- 
come—or reciprocal purchasing 
power—was not 340 billions, but 50 
billions. 

The Townsend plan, in fact, 
would create no purchasing power 
whatever. At best it would simply 
transfer 15 to 20 billions of pur- 
chasing power from one part of 
the population to another—from 
more than nine-tenths of the people 
to less than one-tenth. 

Those who paid for the pensions 
through taxation would lose exact- 
ly as much purchasing power as 
those who received the pensions 
would gain 
INI—MONEY “VELOCITY” 

The sponsors of the plan lay 
great stress on the claim that it 
would speed up business through 
the provision that each recipient of 
the $200 monthly must spend all 
of it before the end of the month. 
But it is hard to see how the plan 
could greatly increase even veloc- 
ity of money circulation, 

man can spend his income 
only once. If he spends exac'!ly 
$200 each month he will have spent 
no more at the end of the year than 
if he had spent his $200 irregularly, 
buying, say, more at Christmas and 
less in February. ’ 


IvV—“JOB CREATION” 


One of the chief claims of the! 


Townsendites is that their plan will 
solve the unemployement problem 
by creating jobs, because those 
over 60 would have to retire, so 
leaving vacancies to be filled by 
the young jobless. Some of the 
Townsendites talk as if 8 million 
jobs would be created, others claim 
only the 4 million “gainfully em- 
ployed” reported out of the 10 mil- 
lion persons over 60 in the 1930 
census. 

But it is obvious that the plan 
would not create new jobs, but at 
best merely substitute one job- 
holder for another—a young one 
for an older one. In a time of 
prosperity it would mean an actual 
reduction of 4 million in the num- 


ber of those working. This would 
mean less production and less 
wealth for everyone. 
V—REDISTRIBUTION 


It is interesting to examine what 
the new distribution of income ad- 
vocated by the Townsendites would 
involve. On the basis of a national 
income of 50 billion dollars in 1934, 
the payment of 20 billions to 8 
million persons would mean that 
less ‘than 7 per cent of the popula- 
tion of the country would receive 
40 per cent of its income, while the 
other 93 per cent would receive 
among them only 60 per cent of 
its income. 

The matter may be stated an- 
other way. Let us assume that the 
total income of the 127 million per- 
sons in the United States has risen 
in 1935 to 60 billion dollars. This 
means an average annual income 
of $473 per person. 

It is proposed through a tran- 
saction tax to take away one-third 
of this from 119 million persons, so 
that 8 millions can have an annual 
income for each of them of $2400 
Strictly speaking, the 8 millions 
will themselves also pay back in 
taxes a third of their $2400, so that 
they will have annual incomes of 
only $1600. 

Yet more than nine-tenths of the 
citizens will have their individual 
incomes cut to an average of $315 
a year so that less than one-tenth 
of the citizens may enjoy net in- 
comes of $1600 a year, or five times 
as much. 

Perhaps the basic fallacy under- 
lying the Townsend plan, as Walter 
Lippmann has remarked, is the no- 
tion that if people worked less and 
spent more, they would be richer 
If this is so, and if paying $2400 a 
year to persons over 60 would pro- 
duce such remarkable results, why 
stop there? Why not $5000 pensions 
for overy one over 40? Or $10,000 
pensions for persons over 30?

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CITY COUNCIL 


RULES AGAINST 
| LUMBER FIRM 


Will Not be Allowed to Use 
Business Site for Stor- 


age Purposes 

Adopting a recommendation by 
the town planning commission, city 
council ruled Monday night that 
the Muttart Lumber Co. would not 
be permitted to use its 86 street 
business site for lumber s‘orage 
purposes. Under provisions of the 
zoning bylaw, this section of the 
city is designated as _ residential, 
and the company's use of property 
in question has been a bone of con- 
tention between the firm and 
neighboring property-holders for 
some time past. 

Suggesting that the question be 
referred back to the commission for 
further consideration, Ald. &. East 
felt that the street on which the 
lumber company is situated should 
be a business street. It appeared as 
if an attempt was being made to 
drive industries out of the city, he 
said, adding that he understood the 
lumber yard had been located in 
the district before the complaining 
residents had erected their homes 
there.

Light Can be Made to 
Exact a Twisting Force 
on a Material Object.

WORCESTER, Mass., Jan. 14— 

Measuring the spin of light—the 
twisting force its rays exert on 
anything solid—a scientific feat 
never done before, was annownc- 
ed in a report to the American 
Association for the advancement 
of Science Monday by Dr. Rich- 
ard A. Beth of Worcester Poly- 
technic Institute. 

Spin of light, or its angular mo- 
mentum, means that each particle, 
or photon, of light is capable of 
spinning like a speeding rifle bul- 
et

“The angular momentum is ob- 
served as a twisting force or torque 
on the disc by suspending the disc 
from a very fine quartz fibre about 
a foot long. The torque measured

IN THE MUD 

With his drenched army stuck in the Abys- 
sinian mud, Premier Mussolini is said to be 
looking meaningly at France and Great Britain, 
hoping one of them will kindly help him to call 
off the war in a dignified way. 

At any rate he has postponed the meeting of 
the Fascist Grand Council to Feb. Ist. Con- 
sidering the kind of speeches Il Duce usually 
makes to the Grand Council, that has to be 
accepted as at least a negative gesture toward 
peace, and a sacrifice of another good oppor- 
tunity to tell these meddlesome neighbors what 
he thinks of them. 

If he is really looking for face-saving inter- 
vention, the Premier is probably’ looking in the 
wrong direction. M. Laval, in association with 
Sir Samuel Hoare, tried something of the kind 
not long ago, with results neither Paris nor 
London will forget for a while. 

President Roosevelt has politely but point- 
edly remarked that he has no itch to meddle 
in Europe's affairs, and Mr. Stalin has troubles 
of his own to think about. Unless the small-fry 
League Powers can be got to counsel the vivi- 
section of Abyssinia—which they certainly will 
not do—the prospect is that the man who got 
the Italian army into the mud will have to get 
it out or keep it there, while it will stay. 


SO THIS IS RECOVERY? 

The Government of Ontario hopes to end 
the year next March with a deficit “not more” 
than $14,000,000. Last year’s shortage was 
$600,000 more than this. The year before that 
there was emptiness where $80,000,000 should 


have been. 

Ontario is the province from which come 
most of those charming beerers of good tidings 
who tell Albertans the depression is just about 
over in the eastern half of the Dominion; that 
itsonly lingers here because we had a frost in 
August and elected Mr. Aberhart’s Government. 

They ought to go and say their little pieces 
to Premier Hepburn and his unbelieving pro- 
vincial treasurer. 

If a deficit of $14,000,000 in the finances of 
the richest and most populous of the provinces 
is a sign of recovery well on the way, a balanced 
budget would doubtless be hailed as the symbol 
of unimagined prosperity. 

Albertans do sometimes get weather they 
don’t want and develop fiscal ideas not popular 
in other parts of the Dominion. But they are 
not to blame because Ontario falls short by 
$14,000,000 of being able to meet the expenses of 
its Government. Nor, it may as well be ad- 
mitted, would they accept as being prosperity 
a condition of things in which they were only 
able to pay the bills of a drastically curtailed 
public service. 

If that is the absolute best recovery can 
promise, then why worry about recovery? 


MORE DOLLARS IN PROSPECT 

Wall Street's rejoicings over the disallow- 
ance of the A.A.A. were rudely disturbed when 
President Roosevelt by proclamation extended 
his power to “devalue” the U.S. dollar and to 
maintain a stabilization fund to keep the dollar 
from slipping on foreign exchanges. 

The proclamations will have the same effect 
on the celebrating “antis” that a counter-irri- 
tant has on a man with a pain. They will give 
them something else to think about. 

However little the jubilant ones may like 
the processing tax, they like “inflation” still 
less. And further inflation is the only signifi- 
cance to attach to the extension of the power 
to inflate. The President may not have that in 
mind just now, but he is keeping the means in 
hand in case he may want to do it in future. 

The power thus continued would allow the 
President to reduce the gold value of the dollar 
to one-half the former amount. That would 
make gold worth $41 an ounce. It is now worth 
$34. 

There was no sign of any improvement in 
conditions until gold was marked up in terms of 
money and new dollars issued against it and 


put into circulation. Mr. Roosevelt no doubt 
sees the moral of that. Moreover, he has to 
get $127,000,000 somewhere to liquidate the 
A.A.A.; and much more than that to keep his 


contracts with the crop-curtailing farmers. 

There is room for at least a healthy surmise 
that gold will a year from now be worth more 
dollars per ounce in the United States than it is 
now; and therefore worth more dollars in 
Canada also. 
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THE RIGHT TO BUY AND SELL 


Premier Aberhart says quite frankly the 
Government of Alberta cannot prevent liquor 
being sold in this province. 

That was tried some years ago, with the 
backing of @ very substantial majority of the 
voters at a prohibition plebiscite. But the 
voters decided at a subsequent plebiscite that 
it wasn't being done and couldn't be done; and 
that the selling might better be allowed openly 
and under regulation. 

The liquor sales system is permissive, not 
mandatory, and not under sponsorship of the 
present Government or the previous one. Since 
Albertans will buy liquor and drink it, they are 
allowed to do that legally instead of doing it 
illegally. Neither the Premier nor anybody else 
is bound to approve drinking or buying on that 
account. 

But liquor being admitted to be a legal com- 
modity, where is the Jogic in depriving the 
buyers of liquor of the opportunity to learn 
what brands are offered for sale and what are 
the relative claims of each? That is what it is 
proposed to do by the ban forbidding news- 
papers in Alberta to publish liquor advertise- 
ments. 

The two cannot with consistency go together. 
So long as they observe the law, those who sell 
liquor and those who buy it are as entirely 
within their rights as those who sell boots and 
buy them. What would be said if the Govern- 
ment proposed to forbid merchants to advertise 
boots for sale? 

The right to buy and sell implies the right 
to offer for sale and to advertise the offer.

_ Overcoming 
Self-Consciousness 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


In yesterday's article I discussed the subject 
of self-consciousness and explained that this is 
the result of a mild fear, which manifests itself 
in social situations; I also explained that social 
behaviour is a learned behaviour. The way we 
behave represents the particular way we have 
built up responding to a so- 
cial situation. The one who is 
unduly conscious of self has 
gradually built up that kind 
of a response. Undoubtedly, 
instead’ of being pleasantly 
aware of himself, he is pain- 
fully aware of himself as an 
individual. Self-consciousness 
is primarily a painful ex- 
perience. The social situations 
become painful situations. 

There is a method to use 
in overcoming self-consciousness which is very 
simple, very easy to put into practice, and 
which will nevertheless bring such immediate 
improvement that you will be encouraged to 
go on. In overcoming shyness, timidity, or 
bashfulness, you must realize that you act in 
a self-conscious manner before others because 
that is the way you have learned to behave— 
also, because you, yourself, expect to be self- 
conscious. You confidently expect that feeling 
to come and it does come. You form a strong 
mental picture, in advance, of yourself as being 
shy or bashful and you pour into that picture 
all the confident expectation of which you are 
capable. You give yourself a positive sugges- 
tion of how you are going to act and you act 
in exactly the way you have pictured yourself 
as acting. Because you expect to feel self- 
conscious, you will inevitably act accordingly. 
The action which shows on the outside must 
be every mental law, corresponds exactly with 
the inner mental picture. You are self-con- 
scious because you expect to be. 

The picture you form will reach the uncon- 
scious mind as a direct command. The uncon- 
scious does not care in the slightest degree 
whether the picture is true, whether the com- 
mand is sensible. The unconscious part of your 
mind does not have the least possible chance 
of judging whether that pictured behaviour is 
desirable because it has nothing with which to 
judge. All it has to do is to do everything pos- 
sible to carry out that picture in action—which 
it does. When the picture is strong enough 
then the unconscious mind will respond in a 

abitual way and your habitual response to a 
social situation will be the response seen in 
those actions which are self-conscious actions. 

You are in the grip of a situation which 
for you is an emotional situation—the uncon- 
scious, or emotional mind, is in power and will 
act in accordance with that early experience 
which brought you humiliation or which hurt 
your self-esteem. That painful memory is still 
in the unconscious and will return in full force 
and you will be guided by that memory. The 
conscious mind is unaware of why this is a 
painful situation, for the conscious mind has 
long ago tried to forget about those early 
slights, snubs, or hurts which sent you back 
into your shell—which made you feel so keen- 
ly that other people were enemies. Along with 
this power of the unconscious memory of a 
painful experience there will also exist the 
power of the kind of mental picture you have 
been forming. The two will work together and 
you will become self-conscious. 

The first step is to start building the oppo- 
site kind of 2 picture from the one you have 
been building. You must form a clear, plain 
picture of yourself at ease, having a good time 
and joining in with the others. You must dwell 
on that kind of a picture, make it very plain. 
Expect that picture to come true. Remember, 
the picture you have on the inside is going to 
show in action on the outside. In your picture, 
see yourself talking to the person next to you 
—so aware of that one person you are oblivi- 
ous to everything else. See yourself as glad 
to enjoy his company, glad to be there. Make 
that part of the picture where you see your- 
self enjoying the company of others, just as 
clear as you can, Then, the next time you are 
pictures come true. Really see that person 
in a group, go ahead and start making your 
next to you, really listen to every word he says. 
Your mind is going to be on him and there is 
no way in the world that it can be on your- 
self at the same time. Learn to use better 
pictures and you will find that you enjoy the

The young woman plaintiff is heir to a $10,-

According to the girl's lawyers, Miss Hewitt 
was induced a couple of years ago to undergo 
an operation for the removal of her appendix. 
While unconscious on the operating table, doc- 
tors, engaged by her mother, removed without 
the knowledge or consent of the girl certain 
glands which will make it impossible for her 
ever to have children. 


That the operation was performed witnout 
the girl's consent is not denied. The mother 
takes credit for having performed a _ praise- 
worthy deed in inducing the doctors to unsex 
her daughter. Though the girl had been denied 
dolls and girl companions, she grew up to be 
attracted by young men-—particularly by young 
men in uniform. In the opinion of the mother, 
who is an expert in such matters, having had 
five husbands to date, it was both unnatural 
and dangerous that her daughter should grow 
to womanhood to be attracted by young men. 
That, at any rate, is the defence of Mrs. Marion 
Brugiere-Dennin- Hewitt-D'Erlanger-McCarter, 
mother of this young woman of 22, who is so 
unnatural as td be attracted by young men, 
and to desire a husband and children. 

One of the doctors, it is said, will plead that 
beyore he unsexed the heiress, he gave her a 
series of mental tests, which satisfied him that 
she had then a mental age of eleven years. No 
doubt when the case comes to trial someone 
will have brains enough to call U. S. army 
psychiatrists to show that the girl’s mental age 
is exactly equal to that of the average member 
of the American Expeditionary Force. 

The trial, when the case comes to hearing, 
will be of interest to many. If every person 
of undeveloped intelligence can be unsexed 
against their will, few of us will be safe. 

Some of the coast papers profess interest at 
the ‘choice of Bishop N. E. Tanner, M.L.A., of 
the Mormon Church to be speaker of the Al- 
berta Legislature.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1836 a century 
ago, the rapids on the St. Clair 
river were named “Sarnia,” after 
the Roman name of the historic 
island of Guernsey of which Sir 
John Colborne had been lieuten- 
ant governor before coming to 
Canada.

There was quite a controversy 
as to what name wou'd be 
selected, One section wanted to 
cal] the village “New Glasgow,” 
but the Vidals had no great lik-

Our Prize Idiocy Shows In 


° 
High Finance 
By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C. 


The refinancing plan for the communities which make up the 
City of Windsor has been announced. It is a concrete example 
of the extent to which idiocy is given sway in the final attempt 
to keep up the system of bond inflation—instead of using every 
opportunity to get the nation back on @ sound money basis. 


Under the plan it appears that the total debt of the four 
municipaliies is forty million dollars. The bondholders are called‘ 
upon to consent to a loss of thirteen million dollars. New bonds 
for twenty-seven million dollars will be issued and even at the 
reduced interest rate the municipalities will have to pay eight 
hundred and twenty thousand dollars interest per year; so that 
in principal and interest it will cost the municipalities nearly 
seventy million dollars to pay off the new bonds, on the violent 
assumption that they ever will be paid off. 


Now compare that with a sound money proposition. This 
only needs parliamentary authority to the Bank of Canada to 
advance legal tender to pay off any description of public bonds, 
on receiving as security a first and paramount charge of a sink- 
ing fund (equal annually to two per cent of the total advance) 
out of the revenue affected by payment of the bonds. 


The bondholders would get their forty million dollars in 
good Canadian legal tender-—available for investment in anything 
in Canada—and the thirteen million scale-down loss would be 
avoided, 


The drain of interest, which is a dead loss to the municipali- 
ties, would be ended; because every dollar of sinking fund paid 
into the Bank of Canada would automatically retire an equal 
amount of the legal tender advanced to redeem the bonds. The 
final payment of sinking fund would wipe out all the entire 
liability. This saving alone would exceed thirty million dollars. 


Real estate in the municipalities would be freed from the 
first mortgage load of bond debt; and would regain real market, 


value. 


Nothing but pig-headed idiocy dictates the holding on to 
bond inflation when every consideration of good business, fair 
dealing, absolute security, and efficient debt retirement indicates 
the wisdom of getting down to a sound money basis by paying 
off bonds in legal tender; this legal tender to be in its turn se- 
cured for retirement by a first charge on specific revenue. This 
is the truth and it cannot be gainsaid.

dulged in violent tirades against 
the daily press? 

Only a few weeks ago at Ot- 
tawa he charged the newspapers 
with inaccuracies and _ worse. 
When his statement was called to 
account he declared he must have 
been wrongly informed 

Now “the press is becoming a 
nuisance.” 

Apparently it was not a nuis- 
ance until his “loose talk” was 
checked. Before that it was a 
convenient institution which he 
thought it was safe to charge 
with offences and sins of many 
kinds; an opponent against which 
he could display his prowess in 
one-sided verbal] combat and win 
the applause of the multitude. 

Other politicians have thought 
the same way and tried the same 
tactics and nearly always they 
have quickly passed from the po- 
litical scene because the public 
recognizes these methods as ac- 
curately measuring the calibre of 
the man. 

Premier Aberhart is quite 
within his rights in proposing to 
start a daily newspaper. It is the 
privilege of anyone to do so any 
place and any time. In it he can 
advocate any theory within the 
law. 

But it is safe to say that if he 
does he will quickly become both 
a wiser and a sadder man. 

Almost all pubiisners are sad; a 
few are almost wise.—Saskatoon 
Star-Phoenix.

They found in their investiga- 
tions that during the prosperity 
of the ‘20's productive facilities 
were used to 89 per cent of 
capacity,—in the depth of the de- 
pression, 60 per cent. In some 
lines during the later period, 
production, was only twenty to 
thirty per cent of capacity. They 
determined also that there was 
no particular bottle-neck, weak 
link or defective part in the pro- 
ductive system, In other words, 
there was no particular failure on 
the part of any feature of pro- 
duction which tended to clog the 
operation of the whole machine. 

There was _ mal-distribution 
There existed a potential demand 
greater than could have been 
supplied had the productive 
capacity operated at 100 per cent. 
Strange to say, they also found 
that the poor were growing 
richer but the rate of enrichment 
was much greater in the upper 
income levels. Among those with 
incomes of $2,000, or less, savings 
were negligible. Out of 15 bil- 
lion dollars of individual savings 
in 1929, 13 billions were made by 
10 per cent of the population. As 
a result the percentage of the na- 
tional income diverted to invest- 
ment channels increased rapidly. 
In the words of Dr. Moulton, 
head of the Bookings Institution: 

“We find that on the side the 
flow of money into consumptive 
channels was inadequate to call 
forth the full use of existing 
plants and equipment: and that 
on the other side the excessive 
flow of funds into investment 
channels produced a_ security 
market boom, the ultimate col- 
lapse of which was an important 
factor in precipitating the depres- 
sion of 1929."—-By R. J. Deach-

One tablespoon granulated gela- 
tin, 1 cup cold milk, % cup pow- 
dered sugar, 1 cup blanched al- 
monds, 1 cup candied cherries, 1 
dozen marshmallows, 1 pint whip- 
ping cream, few grains salt, % tea- 
spoon vanilla. 

Heat % cup milk and add marsh- 
mallows. Let stand while mixing 
pudding. Soften gelatin in remain- 
ing cold milk. Stir over hot water 
until dissolved. Add to marshmal- 
lows with sugar, nuts coarsely 
chopped, cherries cut in quarters, 
salt, vanilla and cream whipped 
until firm. Turn into a mold and 
let stand in refrigerator for twenty- 
four hours, Unmold and serve with 
a garnish of whipped cream and 
whole cherries. 


CREAMED LOBSTER 


Two cups lobster meat, 3 table- 
spoons butter, 2 tablespoons flour, 
1 cup milk, 4% cup cream, 1 tea- 
spoon salt, 4% teaspoon pepper, 2 
tablespoons sherry, yolks 2 eggs.

Opposing an expenditure of one 
or two millions on an extension, 
Ald, C. Gould believed that all that 
Was necessary was another machine 
which could be purchased for 
$10,000 or $15,000.

Motorists needing gasoline after 
service stations have closed at 8 
p.m. this winter may secure 8 
supply by getting a police permit 
for the purchase, bog Bn de-

@ gasoline bylaw amendment to 
this effect. In this connection, 
Ald. E. East informed councillors 
he would shortly propose that the 


Under the new permit plan, a 
motorist finding himself with a dry 
tank will telephone police head- 
quarters, which will then authorize 
a service station to supply the 
amount required. 


“RIDICULOUS” 

Terming the proposed amendment 
“ridiculous,” Ald. R. E. Foote de- 
clared that if council supported the 
proposed regulation it would be 
“legislating business out of the 
city.” He referred particularly to 
country visitors who spent money 
in Edmonton and were then em- 
barrassed by foolish — legislation 
which closed service stations at 8 
o'clock and which required motor- 
ists to get a police permit before 
being able to buy gasoline. 


OUTSIDE STATIONS 

Ald. W. W. Clevely suggested 
that garages which gave a 24-hour 
service be allowed to sell gasoline 
after stations were closed. Opposing 
the amendment, he believed such a 
Jaw would result in service sta- 
tions being opened up for night 
business outside the city limits, 
where they would not be affected 
by civic ordinances 

Appealing on behalf of the ‘sta- 
tion employees, Mayor Joseph A 
Clarke, K.C., said the police per- 
mit plan -was a result of an at- 
tempt to provide employees with 
fair working hours. If stations 
were kept open all night, retail 
stores would request that they also 
be permitted to remain open until 
Jate in the evening. 


GAS PROBE 

Here was another attempt to 
Jegislate against legitimate busi- 
ness, averred Ald. E. East. “If} 


businessmen are not allowed to do 
business in the city they will do it 
outside,” he said. In conclusion, 
Ald. East informed council he 
would propose in the near future 
that the provincial government un- 
dertake an investigation into the 
wholesale price of gasoline. 
Urging that employes of service 
plations be given a “break,” Ald. 
Margaret Crang asked that the 
@mendment be supported. 


HOURS SHORTENED 

Hours were being shortened for 
other businesses—why not for ser- 
vice stations? queried Ald. James 
East, who favored the permit plan. 

Referring to the petition present- 
ed by gasoline retailers asking that 
hours be regulated for this trade, 
Ald. J. T. McCreath reminded 
council that the petition was al- 
most 100 per cent. strong and should 
be acted upon by the city. 

Ald. C. Gould agreed with this 
stand, 


SATISFACTORY 


The permit scheme appeared to 
be satisfactory to both retailers and 
gasoline companies, remarked Ald. 
J. W. Fry. 

If council did not regulate work- 
ing hours for service stations it 
would be responsible for the 
growth of the intensive competitive 
system, declared Ald. Guy Patter- 
son. The city should guard against 
any exploitation in this connection, 
he urged. 

The permit plan was finally* sup- 
ported by the majority of council, 
with Aldermen E. East, Foote and 
Clevely opposing.

Dancing Red River jigs, square 
dances, with a decided proclivity to 
“swing it’ as the music goes round 
and round; recalling days when the 
ox-cart was the recognized mode of 


travel and renewing friendships 
forged as prairie schooners plied 
their way westward and ever west- 
ward from the effete east, 600 Pion- 
eers and Old Timers will gather at 
the Macdonald hotel on Thursday 
for the annual banquet and round- 
up of the Northern Alberta Pion- 
eers’ and Old Timers’ Association. 

From near and far, north, south, 
east and wé8t the pioneers will ga- 
ther, and how they will swing it 
when the fiddles strike up old-time 
tunes. 

And there will be roast turkey, 
buffalo meat and other delicacies 
dear to the pioneer heart. 


AND SHAGANAPPI SPUDS 


But in the midst of all this appe- 
tising food, there will be one hum- 
ble part of the menu that will be 
singled out for special mention, to 
be featured, even on a menu that 
would do credit to the best the Old 
Timers have ever eaten. And this 
humble, often despised item will be 
the potatoes. 

The potatoes are known as “Sha- 
ganappi potatoes.” And therewith 
lies a tale, as this particular variety 
of spud is considered just a little 
different from its fellows. 

In the eariy days of Alberta set- 
tlement when the first Calgary set- 
tlement was made, a favorite camp- 
ing spot of the Indians and half 
breeds was west of the settlement, 
on the Bow river, at a point where 
the valley narrows up and the hills 
crowd ‘close to the river 

This spot was known as Shag- 
anappi Point 


ROMANTIC NAME GONE 

A few years later the C.P.R. es- 
tablished a fiag stweion about two 
miles west of this point and for a 
great. many years this station was 
known as Shaganappi. 

Unfortunately it was later, 
changed to Brickburn, The flats 
along the river, as early as 1885 and 
probably a little earlier, were found 
to be we!l adapted for the growing 
of vegetables and from that day to 
this potatoes have been an annual 
crop at Shaganappi and products 
known by this name have become 


| justly famous. 


It is on record that some Shag- 
anappi potatoes were sent forward 
to this city with Colonel Steel's 
Scouts during the North West Re- 
bellion of 1885 and were tasty. 

Now, the Old Timers, through the 
courtesy of George Edwarthy, 
assistant general manager of the 
United Grain Growers, Calgary and 
Lorne L. G. Ingram of the U.G.G. 
here, will have some famous Shag- 
anappi spuds at their round-up. 

Many other features are being 
planned by the Old Timers for their 
fete, which probably will exceed 
all others in point of attendance,

Opening the meeting, the teach- 
ers presented a brief in one clause 
of which they stated they were pre- 
pared to accept a suspension of an- 
nual increments next year, as 
already proposed by the trustees, 
but Trustees S. A. G. Barnes and 
Dr. F. W. Crang pushed the middle 
valve down by declaring they 
planned to retain the increments 
and charging stnior alliance mem- 
bers with breaking faith with their 
colleagues. 

FIRST APPEARANCE 

Mr. Barnes and Dr. Crang were 
making their first appearance at 
meetings since negotiations opened, 
Mr. Barnes having been in the 
east and Dr. Crang having been ili 
since before the civic elections. 

“It was the board who said in- 
crements should be suspend:a, not 


the teachers.” A. P. Tingley, teach- 
ers’ representative, said. : 
“Well, you walked into their 


trap,” Mr. Barnes, who was chair- 
man of the meeting, answered. 

“We would be glad to take part 
in any negotiations to rescind this 
order,” H. C. Clark said. 

“Well, gentlemen, I'm here to 
rescind it,” Mr, Barnes said. 

“I agree,” Dr, Crang added. “If 
you let the increments go you'll 
never get them back.” 


GOT THEIR INCREMENTS 
“If you are so keen to retain the 


increments why didn’t you speak 
last year,’ Mr. Caselman asked. 
“The teachers last year got their 


increments but agreed to give them 
back in a cut. The teachers at 
maximum pay were ready to take a 
greater cut in order to give the 
junior members their increments.” 
Mr. Clark declared the principle 
was the thing. To preserve the 
principle of increments, the teach- 
ers were willing to buy them. 
After lengthy argument on 
number of points, including the 
amount teachers had contributed 
in salary cuts in the past five 
years, the meeting decided to ad- 
journ when Trustee A. E. Ottewell 
stated he expected an announce- 
ment from the department of edu- 
cation which would necessarily 
change the basis of discussion. 
There was possibility of a change 
in the grades 7, 8 and 9 status which 
would mean setting up a new inter- 


mediate pay scale, between the 
present grade and high — school 
schedules, he said. The board 


might also be faced in 1936 with 
an expenditure of $25,000 or more 
for new equipment for high school 
courses, he said.

NO VEGETATION 

By way of introduction, Mr. 
Cairns located Coppermine for his 
audience as being on the Corona- 
tion Gulf about 1000 miles east of 
Aklavik on the Arctic coast. “The 
topography of the country differs 
from that at Aklavik in that around 
Coppermine there is no vegetation 
to speak of and foothills 1000 feet 
in height rise gradually from the 
beach, The place is barren and 
desolate,” Mr. Cairns stated. 

“The interest of the story of my 
trip lies in the fact that it was 
the first time that British Justice 
had been carried into the far north 
to the Eskimos who are an un- 
civilized race. My purpose of going 
there was to defend Ahigiak who 
had murdered Arnuak, because the 
Jatter had tried to keep Ahigiak’s 
wife.

A small group of na- 
civil servants and 
Mounted Police were there ‘to greet 
us on our arrival. There were sev- 
eral Eskimo women, but few Eski- 
mo men, as they knew that we rep- 
resented British justice and as a 
result of guilty conscience had fled 
to the hills for a few days. In pass- 
ing, I would like to call attention 
to the fact that all supplies must be 
brought into Coppermine, as noth- 
ing can be raised there. Coal, for 
instance, costs around $225 a ton. 

“Before the trial I questioned 
Anigiak and he freely admitted, 
with a satisfied smile, that he had 
killed Arnuak. He and Arnuak 
had been brought up as boys to- 
gether, and had later married, then, 
as is the Eskimo fashion, they lived 
together with their wives in the 
same igloo, After a time they de- 
cided to exchange wives, which 


| also is a common custom. 


WANTED WIFE BACK 


Some time elapsed and Ahigiak 
decided he wanted his wife back, 
but Arnuak couldn't see it that way. 
Ahigiak went quietly about his 
business until one day he saw Ar- 
nuak bending over a sleigh and he 
picked up a 30-30 rifle and, in his 
own terms, “killed him twice” by 
shooting him once in the back and 
once in the head Arnuak’s first 
wife re-married by nightfall. Ahi- 
giak’s wife confirmed tne story and 
added that she wanted to go back 
to him, but Arnuak would not per- 
mit her to do so 

In an improvised courtroom the 
prisoner, who didn’t appear until 
the court was open, was dressed in 
a loud pyjama coat of blue, pink 
and yellow shades, for what he 
considered to be a banner day in 
his life. 

He was found guilty of man- 
slaughter and sentenced to five 
years hard labor at Aklavik. 

“The value in such a trial is the 
fact that it impresses upon the Es- 
kimos that the white man's law is 
supreme and that the Eskimos must 
observe it,” stated Mr. Cairns in 
his concluding remarks.

The members of the new, and 
Conservative Government of 1930, 
for the most part, do not appear 
to have liked Sir Henry. Dr. R. J. 
Manion, the new Minister of Rail- 
ways and Canals, managed, it is 
true, to keep himself ostensibly 
clear from the unlovely stampede 
which had begun, and when Sir 
Henry died paid him some very 
nice compliments. But the litfle 
tributes upon the occasion of death 
did not prevent the same man from 
attacking Sir Henry almost exactly 
a year later in the House of Com- 
mons. 

“Everyone has heard with deep 
regret,” said Dr. Manion when Sir 
Henry died, “of the sudden passing 
of Sir Henry Thorton. As Minister 
of Railways I naturally saw much 
of him, and like all who came into 
contact with him I was much im- 
pressed with his kindly nature and 
his great enthusiasm and optim- 
ism.” On the evening of May 15th, 
1934, however, the same man, in a 
House of Commons speech defined 
by Hon. J. C. Elliott as “utterly 
partisan, bombastic and vitupera- 
tive,” said, “there was no control 


the directorate or of the gentlemen 
who disappeared from the manage- 
ment of the Canadian National 
Railways for the good of the rail- 


country.” 


NOT CONSISTENT 


In the same breath he said that 
when Sir Henry was in charge of 
the Canadian National “nobody 
dared open his mouth for fear of 
his life.” Now if, as is necessary, 
one speculates upon the personal, 
as well as the public, relationships 
which existed between the Govern- 
ment and the management of the 
Canadian National after 1930, one 
cannot fail to receive the impres- 
sion that no love was felt by the 
minister directly responsible for 
supervision of the road for the man 
charged with operating it. One does 
not malign the recently dead if one 
has cared for, or even admired, 
them. 

There were temperamental

sons, too, for differences between | 


Thornton and Manion The latter 
has an unforgettable personality, 
and a queer staccato way of speak- 
ing which leaves one vaguely un- 
easy. He is the most rapid speaker 
in the House of Commons and pur- 
sues his wordy objectives in a 
headstrong, tumultuous and not al- 


ways scrupulously careful manner. | 
| 


An Irish Canadian, imbued with 
great energy and endowed with 
more ability than most of his col- 
leagues. Dr. Manion was an old 
political campaigner before he took 
over the portfolio of Railways and 
Canals in 1930. He had served in 
the Meighen cabinet and he had 
been an aspirant for the Conserva- 
tive party leadership at the Win- 
nipeg convention of 1927. 


HIS AIDS BETRAY 


A medical practitioner, with an 
excellent war record, Dr. Manion 
has represented For William 
many years, and looks like repre- 
senting it for many years more, in 
the House of Commons. In the lan- 
guage of the school report, it is 
likely that he will go far. But one 
of his contributions as Minister of 
Railways was to present the road 


whose welfare he was supposed to | 


protect as a dangerously operated 
and thoroughly inefficient institu- 
tion—and he did not, one feels, care 
for Sir Henry Thornton. 

Although December found Sir 
Henry protesting that the govern- 
ment was not interfering in the 
management and policies of the 
railway, in reality he had lost hope, 
and had already worked out tenta- 
tively, with Beatty, a plan for put- 
ting the two roads under a common 
management. The greatest secrecy 
was maintained regarding the 
scheme, and at no time between 
then and his death did he make 
public its details. 

In the following year he did, it 
is true, make reference to the plan 
in the course of a conversation with 
Mr. John W. Dafoe, editor-in-chief 
of the Winnipeg Free Press, in 
which he repeated over and over 
again with a sort of desperate and 
despairing earnestness that it was 
useless to try to keep the Canadian 
National as a public utility in the 
light of the revelation that had 
been made of both the power and 
the willingness of the government 
to interfere, and destroy the enter- 
prise by imposed policies. 

UNIFIED CONTROL 

The scheme, he explained, called 
for continued physical separation of 
the properties with a unified con- 
trol under private auspices, to be 
made up by a merger of the officials 
of the two roads. He added that 
he would be prominently identified 
with the new management, and em- 
phasized that he had come to favor 
this change because he felt it was 
the only way to protect the road 
from ruinous interference by poli- 
ticians. “I would do anything,” he 
asserted, “to get the property away 
from their control and preserve it 
in the interests of its owners, the 
public.” 

Although Sir Henry presented the | 

circumstances surrounding the 
agreement in this manner, many 
complex influences existed at that 
time to affect his decision. At the 
end of 1930 he was in the position 
of having to choose between two 
dangers. One, from which he wa: 
attempting to escape, was that the 
Canadian National Railways would 
be ruined by the political interfer. | 
ence which he believed, had already 
rendered his task impossible; the 
other, into which the unification 
plan might lead him, was that he 
would pave the way for a private 
monopoly which would operate 
against the interests of railway em- 
ployees and the public, especially 
the Western Canadian communities 
who had feared such a monopoly 
for half a century.

DENY POSSIBILITY 

On the other hand, to capitulate 
would be to deny the possibility of | 
operating a government road, al

and to undo the work of a decade, 
for the undertaking of which he 
had been brought to Canada. To 
agree to such a scheme would be 
justifiable, in so far as he was con- 
cerned, only if he convinced him- 
| self that the public and the rail- 
| waymen were protected from ex- 
ploitation. 
| If he occupied @ position of suf- 
| ficient power to have a determining 
voice in all policies which touched 
upon the welfare of these people, 
the scheme might be brought into 
being without injurious social 
effect, but even in that event the 
length of time the guarantee held 
good would depend upon how long 
|he occupied the new _ post and, 
| when he should give it up, upon 
the attitude and strength of the 
man who succeeded him. In other 
| words, if he agreed to work to- 
| ward unification along these lines 
he wouwd be helping to discard 
existing machinery for the pro- 
| tection of Canada against the evils 
| of monopoly in the hope that per- 
sonal influence would avert those 
| evils. 
And already his prestige in the 
community was declining, as the 
movement to discredit him gained 
headway. His greatest, indeed al- 
most his sole weapon, was his pop- 
ularity in the Dominion; with that | 
|} taken away, he might find himself 
| impotent. 


| NOT COMFORTABLE 

Had his choice been dependent 
only upon such considerations as 
this, it might have been easier, but 
other matters, extraneous to ques- 
tions of transportation policy, weigh- 
ed heavily upon him. His personal 
circumstances had become anything 
but comfortable. 

The danger of bankruptcy was 


| imminent he had saved nothing; his 


salary and other emoluments, the 
government grant for the house in 
which he was living were already 
under criticism from his enemies, 
yet without them he would be un- 
| able to maintain the social position 
which he considered necessary for 
the carrying out of his public 
duties 

Furthermore, more subtle influ- 
}ences were driving him to desper- 
| ate expedients in order to meet the 
|exacting and expensive require-| 
ments of Montreal. He and his 


| second wife had attempted to hold 
their own in one of the most ruth- 
less cities in the world, and in the 
process had incurred social obliga- 
tions which had already depleted 
his available resources and which 
would continue to make insistent 
claims upon his purse. 

At the end of 1930 he was vul- 
nerable from every standpoint; his 
| policies had fallen into disrepute 
owing to the violent reversal of 
opinion toward the expenditure of 
public money which had taken 
place after the autumn of 1929; at 
Ottawa there was a government 
in power anxious to discredit its 
predecessor's railway policies, and 
therefore unsympathetic to the dif- 
ficulties which beset the manage- 
ment of the Canadian National; his 
Own enemies had become bolder as 
his strength had begun to drain 
away and his creditors would close 
in upon him directly a reasonable 
doubt existed as to his ability to 
hold on to his employment. 

If the various forces which were 
already combining to destroy his 
position in Canada should be set in 
motion, and if that destruction 
should be completed, he would 
leave the country bankrupt, per- 
haps discredited and with little 
hope of obtaining suitable employ- 
ment elsewhere at that time of uni- 
versal retrenchment and economy. 


WAS INEVITABLE 


momentum as the depression deep- 
ened, had provided apparent justi-| 


fication for political intervention 1n | 


It was inevitable, therefore, that 
the question of personal salvation 
should intrude in his mind upon 
the broader issues that were to be 
decided. And he still possessed one 
weapon which, if skilfully em- 
ployed, might defeat his enemies 
and restore his fortunes. No project 
for railway unification could be put 
into effect without careful prepar- 
aton of public opinion; the fear of 
its results was too general and too 
deep-seated to permit of hasty 
action 

There was no politician suffi- 
ciently powerful to go to the peo- 
ple with railway unification as a 
plank in an election platform or to 
bring it about stealthily without 
reference to the electorate. Beatty 
was an able advocate of amaigama- 
tion, and would undoubtedly work 
upon public opinion with unremit- 
ting zea!, but his position as presi- 
dent of the Canadian Pacific made 
it impossible for him to appear as 
an unprejudiced observer and rob- 
bed his arguments of cenviction. Of 
all the public men in Canada 
Thornton —-and Thornton alone 
might swing opinion in favor of 
such a development. The persona! 
popularity which his work had| 
brought him. especially in the west, 
the faith which existed in his judg- 
ment and sincerity, might be used 
in a new cause, to disprove what 
had been asserted and to tear down 
what had been built up 

The reward to him would be the 
economic security which he saw 
slipping away and retention of his 
position among Canadian industria! 
and financial leaders. Mr. Beatty 
had suggested that he, Thornton, 
should propose appointment of a 
Royal commission to study the 
problem of transportation in Can- 
ada. This would throw the whole 
question open for discussion. It 
was the logical first step toward

The new national loan council will be set up and the Bank of 
Canada will become the fiscal agent for the provinces as it is 


at present for the Dominion. ..

by Dr. Clark, deputy minister of 
finance, to hear the result of the 
day's deliberations. 


FALSE ALARM | 

It was a false alarm. The min- 
ister of finance sprang his famous 
smile on the newspapermen and 
broke the news that the statement 
would not be ready until Tuesday; 
that several aspects of the prob- 
lems had not yet been dealt with. 

The room was crowded with 
financial experts. They had been 
discussing the general financial 
situation in the Dominion, the 
debts, the interest burdens and their 
immediate needs in the way of 
interest payments. They threshed 
out the question of raising revenue 


funding, interest payments and the 
current expenditures of govern- 
ment. 

These were perrenial problems, 
but the conference went further 
and made definite progress in the 
matter of making the taxpayer's 
dollar go the limit. They convassed
